She Sees in Gov. Cleveiand a Friend of Ire- 
land and the Irish—An Episode of Grant’s 
Administration —An Interesting Inter- 
view. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatoh. 

New York, September 4.—Mrs. Delia F. Stewart 
Parnell has been in this city for several days. She 
is stopping at present at No. 222 West Thirty-second 
street. There she was seen yesterday by a corre 
spondent of the Post-Dispatcn. She was dressed in 
black, with nothing to relieve its sombreness but a 
gold chain, which encircled her neck and depended 
to her waist, where it was attached to a 
tiny watch. Notwithstanding her advanced 
age she retains a youngish look and she is stilla 
handsome woman, and possessed of extraordinary 
intellectual attainments. In regard to her attendance 
at the great Irish-American demonstration at the 
Academy of Music,in favorof the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate for the presidency, she said it was 
not true, as had been stated, thata delegate of the 
Irish National Convention had secured her presence 


there. She went of her own free will 
and had,not even received an invitation. She 
would have addresse’i the immense athering 
if the hour had not been so late. Afterafew min- 
utes’ reflection, she remarked: 

“Who have had time to fi that we have a con- 
stitution when they say matters are mixed’ Our 
interests are increasing and need a Democratic 
platform, supporting the law and the will of the 
people and not of the autocrat.” 

Your correspondent asked if her father, the illus- 
trious Admiral Stewart, had not been ail his life a 
oar ny Democrat and made many sacrifices for 
1s party, 

“Yes.’she said reflectively,“‘and when the Democrat- 
ic nomination for the presidency was tenderedto him 
by the convention that met in Baltimore in 1844, 
rather than divide thé party, he refused to accept 
the honor and Polk was nominated and elected.

ing a citizen of the United States, 
a friend of liberty, a hater of relentiess 
cruelty, and therefore uo friend to the British Gov- 
ernment as it exists in our beautiful [rland.’ The 
Republicans were then in power, General Grant was 
President, and all appeais to intercede for O'Brien, 
of whose innocence there was ample and incontro- 
vertibie proof, were unheeded anid he was executed.

A Midnight Scare at a Popular Resi- 
dence Suburb.

Bill Ostrander’s Gang of Highwaymen At- 
tacked by a Vigilance Committee-Shots 
Kachanged, bat Nobody Hurt--Tramps 
Meld Up and Rebbed--No Arrests as Yet. 


The usually peaceful suburb of Ferguson was 
treated to a genuine sensation last night from which 
it will hardly recover for afew days tocome. For’ 
quite a long time past the place has been suffering 
from the too frequent presence of a gang of crooks 
headed ‘by Bill Ostrender. Robberies have 
been quite frequent, and, while the Wa- 
bash freight cars have’ been the principal 
es of the gang’s attefition, very frequently 
private residences have been invaded and va!uable 
stolen. Within the few days Bill 
.@ brother of his, and four other mem- 
bers of the gang, have been hanging round the 
place, but pothi occurred to disturb the serenity 
of the suburb until last night, when they broke 
loose ly and conducted themselves in 4 man- 
ner which would seem to ihdicate that they were 
forthe time being much more bent on raising 
trouble than,in making money in the way 
usually in yogue with poh 9 bu 
highwaymen. The theory of some of the inhabitants 
of Ferguson is that the gang had laid plans to rob 
the people coming home from a visit to the Exposi- 
tion opening, and that, through some miscaleula- 
tion, they let the den opportunity slip, and be- 
came so enraged thereby that they rted from 
their usual disciplinary rules, and indu in vag- 
aries hardly characteristic of sucly accomplished 
burglars and robbers as they have shown 
themselves to be since they first became known 
to Ferguson. If, as the Ferguson — 
believe, the gang headed by Bill Ostrander fs really 
a well organized body of robbers, their doings of 
last night would sustain this theory, as for wildness 
of exploit and utter uselessness of practical accom- 
plishment it stands unparalleled. Such residents of 
the place as went to the city and enjoyed the 
Trades’ Procession and Exposition opening 
RETURNED TO THEIR HOMES 
peacefully, and it was not until about half an hour 
after midnight that the tranquility of the occasion 
was disturbed by A pistol shot. 
This was the opening of the trouble which, before 
ita close, called half the town from its siumbers. 
The gang, having disc: vered that its intended prey 
had given itthe slip, made the important discovery 
that four tramps were peving a quiet sleep in a box 
rr track about 100 yards north 
irbed the car's unfortunate 
occupants and ordered them to come out, throw up 
their hands and submit to search. 
This resulted in the discovery of one 
dime in the pocket of a woiored man. 
named Frank Scott, which they took, and,apparent- 
ly annoyed because he had so little, Bill Orthander 
struck the fellow in the head with a billy, after 
which the tramps were allowed to return to the car 
and resume their slumbers. About a quarter of an 
hour after this occurrence, the gang, whose numbe: 
is variously stated at from three to seven men, met 
a couple of tramps walking along the 
track bound from St. Charlies to 
this city. They ordered them to stop, and, as this 
seemed to stimulate their movements, so one of the 
tramps said, who exhibited a scalp wound as proof 
of his statement, fired upon them and struck him in 
the head, the ball striking him near the left ear and 
passing along the surface of the skull. The wound- 
ed gian ran south along the track, accompanied by 
his companion, who screamed so loudiv that the 
whole town was aroused, and as soon as the citizens 
got together and heard the story it was decided 
that the highwaymen should be immediately chased. 
A vigilance party was at once formed, consisting of 
Col. Thoronghman, a weill-known tember of the 
bar of this city, who resides at Ferguson; Capt. 
Huvchinson, a veteran steamboat captain; Dr. Case, 
Campden Case, Charles January, Dr. Bramfieid and 
George Argent, all of them 
ARMED TO THE TECTH 
with shot-guns, repeating rifles and revolvers. The 
hunt for the highwaymen was pursned vigor- 
ously, and they were finally discovered in 
possession of a stock car. A lively fusilade, which 
the highwaymen returned, was at once opened and, 
the attack being hotter than they could stand, the 
latter abandoned the car and took to the woods on 
the west of the track, where they were lost to view, 
an attempt to corner them being unsuccessful. 
When last heard from they were making their way 
to town along the St. Charles Rock Road and, as 
the police authorities had been notified, it was 
hoped that the mounted police would be abie to 
take them . 


THE TWO MEN 

who were held up and shot at, and whose cries 
aroused the citizens of Ferguson to action were 
Frank Glarner and Charies Duniap. Glarner and 
Duuiap, the iatter of whom isa peddier, were tramp 
oz om St. Charlies to Ferguson for 
the purpose, they say, of catching 
a train to St. Louis. They 
came into the city this morning on the “Cannon 
Ball’ and went to the Dispensary, where Glarner’s 
wound was dressed. It was found to beonlya 
scalp wound of considerable size, but not neces- 
sarily dangerous. Both men were seen afterwards 
at their lodgings, 410 Spruce street, by a reporter, 
and an account of their experience was obtained. 

Giarner, whose head was in a sling, was 
still laboring under some excitement, but he man- 
aged to tell the story of therobbery. He said he 
was walking with Dunlap along the track toward the 
station, when he saw three men sitting beside the 
track. The hour was aboutl o'clock in the mora- 
ing. Just as be ai d his companion reached the spot 
where the men were sitting, they rose up, and, pre- 
senting & revolver at their heads, com- 
manded them to hold up their hands 
He hastily complied with their request, but, seeing 
his companion start to run, became scared and fol 
lowed suit. He heard two shots firedin rapid suc- 
cession and he fell. The robbers then went through 
his pockets taki all they could find. After this 
they left him and he got up and went to the station 

SHOUTING FOR HELP. 

Dunlap corroborates his friend's story. He says 
as soon as the men told him to throw up 
his hands he ran, but fell when he heard a shot; 
he don’t know why he fell, but he did so. He is 
sure he was fired at because he felt the powder on 
his face. The robbers went through him also, and 
one of them chased him nearly to the depot. He 
gave the alarm tothe citizens and helped them in 
the search for the robbers. The place where the 
robbery was done was about a hundred yards from 
the station between the station and _ the 
coal chutes. Dunlap says that the citizens 
collected with shot guns and revolvers. and com- 
menced to search for the highwaymen. A little while 
after the robbery a man ran down to where the citi- 
zens were collected and said the robbers had walked 
by the station to board freight train which was 
bound west and had stopped on the east side. The 
armed posse determined to catch them on the train 
and to this end formed on both sides of the track 
and lay ia wait for them. When 
the train come slowly down it did 
not stop but while it was passing aman was discov- 
ered clinging to the ladder of a car. He was or 
dered to surrender, bu! instead blazed away into 
the party. The citizen police wavered and in 
the confusion the three men jumped off the train 
and escaped into the woods. The woods and bush 
were afferwards scoured to no effect. This morn- 
ing three men were discovered sleeping in a hay 
stack about half a mile from Ferguson. 
The stack was surrounded and the men were cap- 
tured by a sudden onsiaughi and were found to be 
inoffensive workmen in search of employment. 
They declared that they also had been heid up by 
the men and imprisoned ina box car for half an

SIMPLY IMMENSE. 


Prediction of the Success of the 
Great Cattle Convention. 


— 
— 


A Chat with Mr. Taylor of the Burean of 
Animal Industry—Im portance of Organi- 
zation Among the Range Cattle Interests 


--Subjeets to be Considered—Enthusiastic 


Cattle Men~—Importgtion of Stic to En- 
gland. 


Mr. H. M. Taylor, one of the twenty recently ap. 
pointed agents of the new bureau of Animal In- 
dustry in the United States department of Agricult- 
ure, has been in the city for a day or two past.on his 
way West. Mr. Taylor has had many years exjpe- 
rience in the range cattle business in Texas and the 
Northwest, and is peculiarly fitted 
by reason of his acquaintance with 
the subject to successfully accomplish the objects’ 
of the bureau. He consented to a chat with a 
Dispatcu reporter at the Southern to-day with ref- 
erence to the interests of the range cattle business. 
Mr. Taylor is in bearty apes with the cattle 
growers’ convention called here, and can speak for 
Western vattle growers’ too, as he has been in close 
communication with them and has traveled exten- 
sively through the West in the interest of his bu- 
reau. 

“THE CONVENTION OF CATTLE MEN 
here,” he said, “isavery important event to the 
reat interests of the range busi I have 
ound among the cattle men a 
thusiasm over it, and Iam 
will be represented in it. 
that it will be immense in every 
and in the results achieved. 

“The convention will be made up of ta- 
tives of range cattle in terestand fo hat 
reason will be of paramount importance, 
As yet there has been no organization or union 
among the pangs men, and hence no means of ac- 
complishing objects of supreme importance to 
them. This convention will be the first step toward 
organization and toward securing certain objects 
very necessary for the growth and prosperi:y of the 
business. Everything at present is in a chaotic con- 
dition. The foot and mouth scare, the 
Texas fever scare and other matters 
of that kind seriously affect values and work great 
hardship to catuie men. At present there is no har- 
monious method of dealing with such quest:ons as 
they arise,and the separate and often ill-advised 
actions of various States operate to injure the cattle 
business, 


sure that all of them 
There is no doubt but 
way—in attendance 


THERE 18 NO ORGANIZATION, 
no accord, nor unity among the cattle people and no 
way of regulating such matters to the best 
interests of all There are interests that 
apparently clash, working against each other,which 
might be made harmonious. It is very desirable 
that national legislation should be secured to regu- 
late such matters. I believe myself there will be no 
difficulty in arranging them satisfactorily. For 
instance, it was found that the Texas fever was 
brought north only by cattle shipped after a certain 
date, and that no danger was occa 
sioned from cattle shipped before that 
date. A regulation governing all par- 
ties with reference to the limit of time of 
shipment would prevent danger and loss. Then the 
cattle men would know what to do and could pre- 
pare for it. This would be infinitely better than 
cutting off all shipments of Texas cattle on account 
ot danger to Northern native cattle. My principle 
in a nutshell is thatitis better to save a leg b 
curing a sore toe than to foolishly cut off the whole 
leg. The proper way to ao is to limit, 
protect and encourage all interests by wise legisla- 
tion. One thing that the convention will do will be 
to bring the range men together for discussion, and 
to secure the appointment of an executive commit- 
tee which will represent the 

VAST RANGE OF CATTLE INTERESTS 
of the country in all matters which’ may come up 
before Congress or State Legislatures affecting 
them.” 

Altogether, Mr. Taylor thought, it would mark a 
new era in the range cattle business, and 
would be productive of splendid results. 
Mr. Taylor said that the success of moving Texas 
cattle to Northern ranges by rail would add to the 
home value of Texas cattle, for the reason that the 
present difference of values between Texas cattle 
and those of extreme Northern ranges would be 
the small cost of freight, with profit for movement 
added, and the difference in the grade of the cattle. 
lle also spoke of the proposed shipment of store 
cattle to England, and said it would be of mutual 
advantage to the English farmer and consumer and 
to the cattle men of this count ry by opening a new 
market. It would be of signal advantage to the 
English farmer by giving him the benefits of the 
frames made by raising in the Northwest, of 
the manure which is valuable to him, 
and would yet permit him to make a fair profit on 
the beef. On the other hand 

THE RESOURCES OF THIS COUNTRY 

would be best utilized by the business. The south- 
ern ranges could be used for breeding purposes, as 
they are best suited for that, and the Northern 
ranges could, be turned into steer ranges for devel- 
oping the yearlings from the South. The 
profits will be fair to all parties 
and he did not think it would seriously affect the 
dressed beef trade. For instance, Montana feeders 
would sell inLiverpool at the present time at orjabout 
$75 a head and could be laid down at a cost of about 
$i5a head, making the cattle net $60 a head, which 
is largely in excess of the price realized for fat cat- 
tle, and would add to the value of South- 
ern yearlings because Northern = ranchmen 
would receive greater prices for beeves and feeders, 
and could afford to pay better prices for their young 
cattle. The work of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
will, he thinks, enable Congress to take such action 
in relation to these matters as will stamp out disease 
in this country and prevent these periodical scares, 
and also prevent the English Government from 
making pretexts to stop the importation of live 
cattle.
